THE TAX ON WHISKY.

duty only for the weight at the time 
of withdrawal, But whisky pays by 
guage and pot by weight, and the 
question is whether being 80 reckoned 
it will come under the ciause referred 
to. As whisky usually loses several! 
gallons while lying inthe Government 
warehouse, the difference .will save 
several hundred thousand dollars an 
nually for importers. 7

Interesting Document Discov- 
ered by Clerk Ward. 


EARLY COUNTY FINANCES 


Unusual Items of Expanditure In the 
Present Day and Generation— 
Salaries of County 
Officials. 


In looking over some of the records of 
his office the other day, Counvy Clerk Ward 
ran across an interesting document, It was 
a parchment, yellow with age, written iv 
black ink which had faded, as it had been 
put upon the paper forty years ago. The 
handwriting was plain and legibie. 

The document was a “statement showing 
the whole amount of claims against the 
county of Los Angeles from its organiza. 
tion tothe 18th day of September, A, D. 
1851.” 

Upon the bill appeared ninety-two items, 
The number of the warrant was given, the 
date of its allowance, the party in whose 
favor it wasdrawn, the Character of ser- 
vice performed or of supplies purchased 
and the amount of money drawn. 

Upon the statemept appear some items 
which in this day and age appear very pe- 
cullar and unusual, 

After the orgauization of the county of 
Los Angeles the first man to draw a county 
warrant was Jonathan R, Scott, who, on 
July 11, 1850, got $60 fur services “as a jus- 
tice of the peace in criminal cases.”’ 

The third warrant was drawn in favor ot 
Thomp®on Burrill, who reevived 

fees as Suerilf. Benjamin D. Wilson 
got the fourth warrant ever issued for ser- 
vices as County Clerk. 

But the fifth warrant was a peculiar one, 
It was drawn July 16, 1850, in favor of 
“Augustin Olivera for money borrowed by 
him of the ‘Treasurer of the city of Los An 
goles, to pay courier sent by him as County 

udge to San José.” The ..mount of the 
warrant was $300, 

July 17, 1860,Samuel Whitney got be war 
rant for $175 tor acting as county 
jailer. Bight parties got warrants. 

services as jurors in court of sessions.” 
So it seems in those days there 
was no opportunity fora clerk to carry a 
lot of stuffers on his jury bowk and draw 
their warrants. This clever scheme of 
robbing the county had not then been in- 
vented. 

‘The twenty-third warrant was drawn in 
fayor of Aipheus Hodges for services as 
coroner “in the inquest of Dr. Failon.’, It 
was for $8U. In these days a coroner gets 
$10 for an inquest, but they are perhaps 
more ney a uow than they were in the 
pastoral ag 


It ap care from the statement that Ben- 
jamin pn was county attorney at the 
— for July 22, 1850 he got warrant No. 


29 for his services in that office to August 
1, 1850, The warrant was for $400. On the 
same day Mapuei Garfias got 15 for act 
ing a8 treasurer. 

Among the jurors whose naines appear 
on the statement as having received war- 
rants are Lewis Granger, G. W. Robinson, 
Charies Burroughs, Luis Lemoroux, Man- 
uel Dominguez, E. de Celis, William B. 
Osborn, Kobert Taylor, J. KR. Creal, 1. G, 
Mallard, R. Haley, W. 7’. Brent, M. Searl 3, ° 
RK. Jones, N. Blair, H. Obens, T. Whitely 
H. Dalton, H. Smith. José Salazer, Manuel 
Coronel. Most ofall these are dead and 
they have been forgetten. 

September 15, 1850, some warrants were 
drawn for rather unusual services. M. 
Bernard got warrant No. 79 “for attend- 
ance upon wounded soldiers of State 
$130.63.” D. Brown gota warrant for $18 
for guarding the jail for five nights. 

It seems that in those days the county 
jailer got $210 per month, for on September 
18, 1850, Samuel Whitney got warrant No, 
$4 for that amount “for one month’s service 
as county jailer.”

No, 89 for $1250 “for half a year’s salar 
jud ge “This would indica that in 
days the County Judge received a dor nom of 
$2500 per’ year. As money was in those 
days, it was a larger sum than tbe Superior 
Court judges receive at presert. ‘Theiz 
salary, now, however, is ampie. 

County Clerk Ward will bave this inter- 
esting. document framed, and it will be 
given a piace of honor in bis office. 


A DRUNKEN FREAK. 


Story of the Drowning at Elizabeth 
Lake. 

Coroner Weldon yesterday returned from 
Elizabeth Lake, where he went Friday 
night to hold an inquest on the body ofa 
man pamed Crandail, who was drowned 
Friday afternoon, The name of the de- 
ceased was Silas A. Crandall, and he lived 
at Nordboff, Ventura county, where he had 
a family. Crandali and a companion 
pamed Ferdinand Wilmot were driving 
across the country from Nordhoff to Fresno, 
They camped at the lake, and Crandall, 
who had been drinking. insisted on goiug 
outin aleaky boat. Wilmot tried to dis 

suade him from the attempt, but he ‘finally 
induced another man pamed Carnot to gc 
with bim. Crandall shot a couple of ducks, 
and then began to tilt the boat to frighten - 
Carnot, who insisted tbat he be puton 
shore, which Crandall did. Crandall again 
bantered Wilmot to go outin the boat witb 
him, which be finaily did, to satisfy him. 
When they got away from the shore, Cran- 
dall asked Wiimot if he could swim. Wil- 
mot replied that he could vot, when Cran- 
dall told him that was allright,as he was. 
like a duck inthe water, and if the boat 
overturned he would pull bim out, and 
not to be uneasy. Hethen began to roek 
the boat, when Wilmot protested, and asked 
Crandall totake him ashore. They then 
started for the bank, both paddling. Crau- 
dal! again commenced to rock the boat, aud 
told his partner to stop,and he would get 
him ashore safely. They had proceeded 
only a sbort distance, when Crandail, iu 
shifting his position, overturned the boat, 
throwing both men into the water Wil - 
mot, not being able to swim, caught the 
boat, while Crandall started to swim to the 
shore. Crandal! cailed out to Wilmot sev: 
eral times, telling him to _ hold 
the boat, and that he was doing 
finely. Wilmot called to him to make 
for the shore and get assistance, when he 
answered back that he would. ““rhere was 
silence for a few seconds, when Wilmot 
heard a short, sharp cry, and Crandall dis- 
appeared beneath the water. After drift 
ing about for some minutes the. boat finally 
came asbore and Wilmot hurried for assist- 
ance. Several wen responded, and come- 
menced to drag for the body, which was 
found about one hundred feet from the 
shore in seven or eight feet of water. ‘The 
unfortunate man had evidently been taken 
with cramps, and went f the bottom like a 
shot. The jury returned a verdict that 
Crandail Reni to his death by accidental 
drowning from bis own carelessness ~.while 
ip an intoxicated condition.

‘Opening of the Trout Season—The 


First Day’s Catch—The Annual 
Boxing Tournam snt— 
General Notes. 


The late Legislature found time between 
boodie grabs to do one good thing for Cali- 
fornia, from a sportsman’s standpoint. 
They adopted a combination bill, the prin- 
cipal sectioas of which prohibit the killing 
of deer of either sex anywhere in Califor- 
nia during the next two years, and the Kill- 
ing of wild ducks between the dates of 


March land September 1. The penalty for 


the violation of either of these laws is very 
severe, and as the leadiag gun clubs of the 
State were instrumental in bringiog this 
state of affairs about it is necessary that they 
should see that the law is carried out to the 
letter. 

Even the young hunters can remember 
the time when fine deer-hunting couid be 
had at hundreds of points in California, but 
the law has been of such asélipshod nature 
that this nobie game has been driven to the 
must out-of-the-way places, aud toaay aeek- 
ers after that sport have to travel over miles 
of mountain roadsand trails before they 
ean find them, and even then game is so 
scarce that one may tramp for days without 
getting a shot. 

Thousands of deer of both sexes have 
been sinugutered during the past tew years 


by professional buuters fur the hides 
aione, and is about time to 
jerk these feliows up 4a 


short turn. The hunters who 
belong to the crack ciubs of the State, bave 
it in their power nuw to puta stop to this 
kind of thing, and if they don’t do it deer 
hunting will soon become a thing of the 


past. 

There are several strong clubs in Los 
Angeies, and itis theif duty to see that 
every person who kills a deer during the 
next two years is prosecuted and sent to jail. 

The « fiicers of the Recreation Gun Club 
are: White, president; K. 
Benchiey, treasurer; F, W.-Iugails, secre- 
tary. The membership is large aud the club

ANNUAL BOXING TOURNAMENT. 

The first annual boxing tournament of 
the Los Angeles Athietic Ciub, for the 
champ.onship for 1891, will begin un the 
l4tu of DEXt Month, and will last four days. 
It will be the most important event of the 
kind ever beld Southern California, and 
will be the means of drawing a number of 
the northern ciubs. 

The following rules have been adopted: 

An annual boxing championship tourna- 
ment shall be beld either by the association 
or by any one of the associated clubs to 
whem the association may assign the same. 
The following weights and rules shali 
govern ail boxing contests undet the 
emapreee of this assvciation, or of any asso- 
c club. 

irst—Weights sball be: Feather, not 
exceeding 125 pounds; light, not exceeding 
135 pounds; welter, not exceeding 145 
unds; middie, nut exceeding 158 pounds; 
eavy, any weight. Competitors § snail 
weigh on the day of competition (at some 
hour to be fixed by the assuciation), in box- 
ing costume, without gloves. . ; 

Seceonad—Competiters shall box in light 
boots or shoes (without spikes), or in socks, 
with knickerbockers, trousers, tights or 
trunks, and sbirt (with or without sieeves), 
and boxing gloves of fair size and first 
quality. 

Third—lIn all competitions the ring sball 
be roped, and of net jess than sixteen feet

Fourth—The association shall appoint a 
referee, two judges and two timekeepers. 
When the judges disagree the reteree stiall 
decide. Ail decisions shall be declared by 
the referee, and shall be final. None but 
the referee and the competitors shall be 
allowed in the ring during the rounds. 

Fifttu—l1n all competitions the number of 
rounds shall be four. The duration of each 
round shail be three minutes, and the inter- 
val between the rounds shaii be one minute.

New Immigration Laws. 


gress to the immigration law, and relative 
to the importation of aliens undér contract 
or agreement to perform labor, was put 
intaeffect on Wednesday last. 

The amendment creates the office of Su- 
perintendent of Immigration, who is to be 
appointed by the President, with a salary of 
$4000 per annum. 

The new law inakes it an offense for any 
steamsship or transportation company to in- 
vite or encourage the immigration of any 
alien through agents, either by writing or 
printing, or by oral solicitation, except by 
ordinary commercial letters or advertise- 
ments, merely giving the sailing date of 
vessels and terms and facilities of trans- 
portation. 

The amendment makes it an offense to 


try ov the strength of any printed advertise- 
| ments or circulars holding out offers of 
employment. All aliens coming on such 
representations will be treated as contract 
laborers, This dves not apply to State im- 
migration. bureaus’ offers.

EUROPE’S DUMPING GROUND. | 


The immigration to this country of a 
class of people who are dubious, if not 
dangerous, continues to increase. 
Week before last the largest number of 
immigrants ever landed at the port of 
New York at this season of the year 
arrived there and successfully passed 
the Immigration Commissioners. There 
were nearly seven thousand of them 
and they were mainly Russians, [tal- 
fansand Huns. The records at the 
barge office indicate that this year will 
see the arrival of the largest number 
of European immigrants that ever 
came here. The increase so far is 30 
per cent. over the immigration for the 
corresponding period last year. Dur- 
ing that year the total number arriving 
in New York alone amounted to nearly 
three hundred and fifty-seven thou- 
-sand, Of these more than one hua- 
dred thousand came from Russia, 
Poland and Hungary. Nearly sixty 
thousand came from Italy, while from 
England and Scotland there were 20,000 
and from Ireland only 33,000. 

The character of the immigration to 
this country is thus seen to be rapidly 


the better. In place of Germans, 
Scandinavians, Englishmen. Scoich- 
men and Irishmen, who formerly 
formed the bulk of the new arfivals, 
we are now recruiting our population 
mainly from the less intelligent peo- 
ples of Europe—the southern Italians, 
Hungarians) and Poles—who seldom 
become thoroughly Americanized, but 
live apart by themselves like the Chi- 
nese, speaking their own language, 
adhering to their own customs and 
learning little of our laws or method 
of government. is from-this.. class. 
of people that the ranks of rioters and 
anarchists are largely recruited. They 
form a constant menace to the integ- 
rity of the republic and the main- 
tenance of a pure democratic form of 
government, for they lend a basis of 
truth to the arguments of those who 
are not at heart Republicans. 

The new immigration law, which 
wentinto effect on the first of this 
month, is good as far as it goes. but it 
does not go far enough, and, moreover, 
it is greatly hampered in its working 
by the failure to make proper pro- 
vision for the expense of carrying out 
its provisions. This question will be 
one of the most important that the 
next Congress will be called upon .to 
deal with. The present international 
difficulty has stirredthe people up on 
this question and it will not be per- 
mitted to sleep again until it is set- 
tled. The people demand that the 
United States shall cease to be a dump- 
ing ground for the offscourings of Eu- 
rope. Ifthis country is to continue 
to be an asylum for the oppressed of 
the world, let us at least have some 
say asto the eharacter of those who 
shall be admitted to the asylum,

Oddly enough the Italian embroglio 
is likely to test the historical theories 
of government held by the Republican 
and Democratic parties and to justify 
in a large sense the Republican tplan 
of nationality. Ever since Alexander 
Hamilton and Thomas Jefferson took 
opposing constitutional sides, the two 
great parties have divided opinion as 
to the wisdom of the centralized or the 
decentralized forms of government. 
The Republicans contend that we can- 
not be a Nation without bestowing 
more power upon the general and less 
upon the State government: and the 
Democrats hold that the true policy 
is to erilarge Statemuthority and de- 
crease the scope strength of the 
Federal jurisdiction. The war which 
this dispute caused did not bring an 
entire solution of the problem as is 
made clear today by the logic of the 
Italian diplomacy. Here is a case 
where the United States has bound 
itself as a oation to proteet Italian 
subjects resident in this country from 
violence, and yet, when Italians are 
killed in cold blood, the Nation is ob- 
liged to wait the pleasure of a State 
and its judicial system before it can 
even reply to the demand of. the out- 
raced foreign government for repara- 
ticn and for the arrest of the known 
and self-confessed offenders against 
treaty rights. That is to say the 
United States is a Nation to make 
treaties and a federation of irresponsi- 
bie local governments to break them 
—a condition which cannot be under- 
stood by an outraged foreign govern- 
ment and which leaves the United 
States as a Nation unable to fuldll its 
treaty obligations yet liable to punish- 
ment under every code of international 
law for not doing so. There is nothing 
but weakness and danger in such a 
pdélitical system and tke Democrats, 
with their exalted notions about State 
authority, are primarily to blame for 
it. It is a condition which ties the 
national hands behind the back when 
the eountry most needs the free use 
of them.

_ Publication of the Laws. 

Los ANGELES, April 4, 1891.—[To 
the Editor of Tug TIMES. } It is re- 
lated of a tyrant of some country, in 
ancient times, that he caused his laws 
to be written in small characters and 
then posted at the top of avery high 
monyment, so that the populace could 
but he punished his 
people for not obeying them, all the 
same as if they had been painted in 
large letters and set up where every- 
body could read them. As with tne 
aforesaid tyrant, so with the State of 
California; great pains are taken to 
keep a knowledge of the laws away 
from tbe people, while everybody is 
expected to obey them. 

It will be weeks, if not months, be- 
fore a person can ascertain what has 
been done in the way of legislation at 
Sacramento during the session just 
ended, and the great mass of the peo- 
ple will not be able to find out what 
was done, before the next Legislature 
meets, two years hence. It seems 
never to have occurred to the wise peo- 
ple up there, that it was necessary to 
do anything more than to enact the 
laws; or that it was at all desirable that 
the people should be informed as to 
what the laws are. They are expected, 
however, to obey the laws, even if they 
cannot be read. 

The State—that is, the people of the 
State—support a large printing estab- 
lishment at Sacramento, and at great 
expense; but it appears to be né part 
ot the business of that costly concern 
to print the laws in such form thatthe 
people can get hold of them. Much 
printing is done there, and paid for, 
but it is not for the people, 

The citizens, perhaps, learns by 
chance that a’bill on a certain subject, 
in which be takes an interest, is passed, 
and he wishes to ascertain the terms 
of it. He finds out by inquiry or corree 
spondence, and: after much delay, 
that by forwarding several dollars, 
four, we think it is, to a certain State 
official, namely, the Secretary of State, 
dhe will get in return a copy of the ses- 
sion laws. For thisfavor, of urse, 
the citizen is duly thankful, for the 
Jaw he must have, regardless of cost. 
It might be cheaper, or it might not, 
to obtain a certified copy of the partic- 
ular law be desires from the records o 
the State department. 

This.is all ridiculously wrong. If 
this great commonwealth would not 
pursue the of the tryant referred 
to, it should print for free distribution, 
or for sale at a low price, a large 
and cheap edition of -the session 
laws. The volume shoald be afforded 
to the people at one-tenth of the pres- 
ent price, and then the State would 
save money by the operation. 

As an abstract. proposition one 
migbt suppose thatthe people have a 
right toknow what their representa- 
tives have been doing; but no such 
right is recognized in this State, and 
no effort whatever has been made to 
bring the laws within the reach of the 
‘common herd.”’ Was the last Legis- 
lature ashamed of its -work that it 
should try to conceal it? Would they 
not, on the other hand, have 
sought to promulgate information 
touching their work, had they been 
proud of it, or possessed reason to be 
proud ofit?

Sixth—Arrangemants for settling 
the boundary between Canada and this 
country.

A New System of Sewerage--Near 
the Close of the Raymond Sea- 
son—Brevities and 
Personals.

“Cheap John,” the well-known colored 
proprietor of the restaurant on the 
alley back of the Eldridge Block, is out 
nearly $500.

DO AWAY WITH CESSPOOLS. 


« How the Stanton Mansion Will Be 


Drained. 

That our present sewerage, system 
is defective noone will dispute. When, 
therefore, some enterprising man 
adopts anew method of disposing of 
his sewage, the matter is deserving of 
note. This is what O. W. Stanton is 
doing at his splendid residence now 
nearing completion on Grace Hill. 

For full intormation THe Times re- 
porter calied on ex-City Engineer 
Mayer, who has made a special study 
of the matter of sewerage, and who is 
thoroughly posted. After treating of 
the dangers irom cesspools and the im- 
of perfect drainage, Mr. 

ayer kindly fucnished the following 
facts relating to the sewerage system 
adopted by Mr. Stanton: 

The way in which sew 
made entirely harmless (and it is, in- 
deed, .the only absolutely reliable 
method) is by intermittent filtration 
through porous svil, as is done ona 
large scale in well-managed sewage 
farmsin England and on the conti- 
nent. The chief point in intermittent 
filtration (irrigation) is the intermis- 
sion of the process of ‘irrigation; i. e., 
the soil, devoted to the disposal of 
sewage, is irrigated say once or twicefa 

ay. When applied, the sewage will 

apidly seep into the ground; part of 
it, however, will evaporate, and some 
of it will be taken up by the vegetation. 
After the sewage has soaked away, the 
air will egter the soil, and it, in con- 
nection with the sun (heat and light) 
and the (to us harmless) sewage de- 
vouring microbes, living in myriads in 
the earth pear its surface (especially 
in porus soil) will free the soil of the 
vegetable matter brought to it, which 
would be apt to clog it up and make it 
unfit for further operation. 

But on account of the intermission 

in irrigation the ground is always kept 
open and in whvlesome condition. 
Nay, moderate sewage irrigation will 
increase the purifying capacity of po- 
rous soil, as the filth-destroying bacte- 


can be 


_ ria increase rapidly by the intermit-

tent application of sewage. A piecc 
of sandy ground 40x50 feet is sufficient 
for the disposal of house-sewage of 
six persoas, as the soil becomes heavier 
more land is needed. It is understood, 
of course, that the ground thus irri- 

ated, may be advantageously used 
or the raising of vegetables, berries, 
alfalfa, or avything that needs con- 
stant attention in the way of irriga- 
tion. If the method described here- 
after will be employed, no sewage will 
come in direct contact with any plants. 
In fact no sewage can be noticed on 
the surface of the ground. 

The following is a general sketch of 
bom will be done at the Stanton man- 
sion: 

All the liquid waste from the house 
(water-closets, bath-rooms, kitchen- 
sinks, slop-hoppers,) and stable and 
wash-kitchen, is collected in one drain 
and then led into the first cistern. 
This is provided with a 4-inch parti- 
tion, over which the water flows ata 
All 

heavy matter will go tothe bottom and 
remain there until dissolved, when it 
will mix with the water and find its 
way into thesecond part of the first 
cistern. From here the water will 
flow into the siphon tank, the last of 
the cisterns. This has been filled to a 
= of about two feet, its contents 
will be quickly forced into the tiles by 
the siphon apparatus. The cistern fills 
then gradually up again, and when the 
depth of two feet has been reached 
the siphon will empty the tank again 
in less than a minute into the tiles, 
and so it will go ons No attention 
needs be given to the siphon, as it 
operates automatically and cannot get 
out of order, and as it will almost last 
) The cisterns are made per- 
fectly water-tight by Portland cement 
plaster and neat cement slush, white- 


washed over the plaster when hard 
- but yet moist. No lime whatever 
- must be used in the construction of 


the tanks. They are supplied with 
strong redwood covers, which 4 best 


covered with afoot of soil to make 
them moderately airtight. The cis- 
terns are ventilated by an airshaft, 
built of six-inch sewerpipe and led to 
ihe topofthe roof of the stable; no 
cap is placed on the top of this vent. 
The tiles of the irrigation field are 
Inid With open joints of one-fourth 
inch; joints covered with slabs to pre- 
vent the earth from falling into tiles, 
and the tiles are placed, moderately 
inclined, on redwood strips about 
fifteen inches underground. Four 
rows of tiles, each 200 feet long, take 
up the sewage. These may be placed 
twenty feet apart, or more. The ground 
may be devoted to 
of alfalfa, blackberries, raspberries or 
strawberries, which will undoubtedly 
yield excellent crops. hus, the sew- 
age will not only be successfully done 
away with, but will be put to good use. 
Not the slightest apprebension need 
be felt as to evil results on account of 
the irrigation. It is, indeed, an excel- 
lent thing for houses where there is no 
pub ic sewer, and where enough suit- 
able ground for the disposal of the 
house-sewage is available. Many a 
house-owner can quickly solve his own 
sewerage question and make even 
money by it. For this country es- 
pecially itought to be an excellent 
thing. It needs but little ground. The 
entire arrangement costs less than 
$150, and is a very satisfactory method 
of settling the troublesome cesspool 
question.

The gambling law, about which there 
has been so much inquiry of late, has, it 
appears, been signed by the Governor, and Is 
now the law of the Ste. Tne following 
special dispatch from Sacramento to the 
San Francisco Chronicle would indicate 
that the municipal authorities of the State 


new order of things: 

“The new city officers are soon to have a 
problem that will cause them some sleepless 
nigbts and no eud of trouble. Assembliy- 
man Brun er’s pet measure, aside from the 
Police Bill, was a statute which repealed 
the law making it a felony for city .or 
county officers to license gambiing games. 
While the bill to abrogate the old law 
was under consideration in the Leg- 
islature very little opposition was 
manifested in this city, though it was 
openly stated that the intention was to 
license gambling in Sacramento, so that 
the short-card players shouid pot be allowed 
to get away with allthe coin brougbt bere 
to be “dropped” during State fair time 
and at other seasons, ben tbe bill was 
sent to the Governor’s office no protest was 
filed and he signedit. Now that it is a law 
a cry of alarm is raised that if the City 
Trustees grant the permits that are to be 
made next menth the city will become in- 
fested with criminals and desperadoes to 
such an extentthat the safety of inhabi- 
tants will be imperiled. Opposed to this 
some conservative taxpayers waintain that 
the evil will not be so great as pictured by 
the anti-gambling party. They say that 
gambling will be carried on in any event 
and if the city does not get the benefit the 
poiice will, it being believed that the 
gamblers have for a long time paid hand- 
somely for immunity from arrest. A bitter 
contest is expected when the matter comes 
up for settlement before the Board of 
Trustees.” .
